continental, branch,-, broad or BBirow 
guage railroad; to pass through tbia or 
that locality; tap this or that valley; 
through this or that town, bat trie fact is, 
while we are privileged tb express our opin- 
ion on these matters, we doubt if the .rail- 
road people will listen to oni: twitter. We 
give below the latest route, and the one 
which we think we will have the Southern 
Pacific Company adopt. It is both feasi- 
ble and practicable. 
In fact, ranch more 


so than either of .the proposed routes 
through this northern country cither sur- 
veyed or contemplated. 
Some time since 


while in conversation with a gentleman 
who had spent the early part of the Winter 
in Oroville and vicinity, he said be was 
convinced from personal observation and 
other sources, and the idea.bad.- been con- 
veyed to him that the Southern Pacific 
Company who own the town site of Pa- 
lermo, will in all probability bnild from 
that point. That it is mooted that they 
intend patting op extensive works at that 
pUce in the way of machine shops etc. 
From Palermo they will come np and cross 
the Feather river above and betwesn Big 
Bend Tnnnel and Bidwell's Bar, thence by 
way of Dog Town to Deer Creek at a point 
just above the Sntton House on through 
the Deer Creek Pass, through to Big 
Meadows, Mountain Meadows and north to 
intersect with tho Oregon Short Line, ac- 
cording to the survey of route already 
made. 


The above route passes through almost 


an cnbroken timber belt the entire dis- 
tance, and at no time does the snow fall to 
exceed one-third the amount that falls on 
the Central Pacific road between Batch 
Flat and Trnckee. So for these two rea- 
sons, il for none other, it mast be conceded 
that this route would be superior to any. 
The forests through which this road would 
pass, contains some of 
f he finest timber in 


the world, and this is not only an induce- 
ment to buld a road but the lime is Retting 
very close at hand when it wil) be a neces- 
sity. 


Travel and freight for these northern 


counties would be brought that way. The 
people of Plnmas would get their freight at

AN IBBIGATION BILL FOB 


THE ABID WEST. 


THE 
RAILROAD 
INDEBTEDNESS. 


.. Upon the railroad indebtedness question 


the Silver State presents the annexed view: 


The United States Senate appointed a 


special committee to examine the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific railroads, ascer- 
tain the amount of their indebtedness to 
the Government and report to the Senate 
what ihe committee deemed the beat 
method of providing for the payment of 
such indebtedness, The committee visited 
the Pacific Coast last Summer, examined 
the roads and inquired into the business 
which they transacted and the ability of 
the companies to pay their indebtedness. 
The reports of the committee, one to 
each road, have been submitted to the Sen- 
ate Committee on Pacific Railroads and a 
bill has been agreed upon for the refund- 
ing of the £ebts. A synopis of the reports 
and the bill agreed upon by the committee 
is printed elsewhere in the Silver State. 
The bill eitendi the time for the payment 
of the debts fifty years and reduces the 
rate of interest on the bonds to two per cent 
per annum. 


It is to be hoped for the interest of 


. Northern Nevada, if nothing more, that an 


amicable settlement of the debt will be af- 
fected between the Central Pacific Com- 
pany and the Government at an early day. 
So long as there is even a remote possibil- 
ity of the road becoming the property of 
the Government, as it certainly would if 
the mortgages on the road should be fore- 
closed at maturity A few years hence, the 
company will not take the interest it 
otherwiie would in the development of 
the resources of 
Central and 
East- 


ern Nevada. Without a comprehensive irri- 
gation system the future of the Hnmboldt 
and adjacent valleys is not as bright &a 
people would wish to see it, 'With its debt 
cancelled or refunded and its title to the 
road and lands assured, the railroad com- 
pany, which always looks to its own inter- 
ests, would do all in its power, and that is 
a great deal, to increase the local busintss 
of the road by developing the resources 
.of the couury through which it runs. The 
interest of Nevada in the debt claimed by 
the Government is a matter of very little 
consequence, while the developement of 
the country along the railroad is of the first 
importance to the State. 
The traffic of tbe 


road will have to pay tbe debt, whether it 
be much or little, and if .the Government 
mates easy terms of payment the company 
can and doubtless will treat its patrons 
with equal magnanimity. 


Senator Ingalls is preparing a speech 


which will oauie a sensation when it is de- 
livered in the Senate. 


Ever since his speech on the race ques- 


tion he has been bombarded with letters 
from tbe South. A number of them have 
been published, but he has a collection 
which he is arranging to place before the 
country in a speech. The majority of 
these epistles are of the most outrageous 
character and the threats and intimidations 
contained in them would be enough to 
frighten the average man, but Senator In- 
galls is not the man to be bulldozed. He 
has also received a number of articles 
which wonld make a small museum in 
themselves. 
These will also be exhibited, 


it is said, and will show what a United 
States Senator who has convictions and the 
courage to ex press them is obliged to stand 
from a certain class of people. Among the 
exhibits will be a cartridge and a letUr 
from an indignant Southtner who exclaims: 
"The next bn.let you receive from me will 
be from a rifle." 


The irrigation of the western plains 


seems likly to receive unusual attention in 
this Congress. Both Louses have special 
committees on the subject which have al- 
ready had some thirty or forty meetings. 
Major Powell of tbe geological survey has 
spoken before them eight or ten times, ex- 
hibiting new maps of the arid waste and 
the projected irrigation districts and -the, 
reservoir systems. 
Already five bills have 


been introduced into tbe Senate and House 
embodying projects for the division of the 
land and the use of the water of the un- 
fertile basin. 
The 
Washington corre- 


spondent of the Omaha Bee says most of 
these are vague and immature, the best, 
thoroughly considered and complete being 
that introduced by Mr. Springer, of Illi- 
nois. A bill ia now taking form as a result 
of numerous conferences between Major 
Powell, Senators Stewart «nd Reagan, Mr. 
Yandever, of California, and other mem- 
bers of the irrigation committees, which is 
very comprehensive and which will prob- 
ably be submitted in Congress within a 
week or two. It cannot yet be published in 
fall because there are one or two im- 
portant questions undecided. These bills 
provide for the survey of the arid region 
into irrigated districts by hydrograpbic 
basins, each basin consisting of its stream 
and its affluent and all tbe lands which 
they drain. The boundaries of these basins 
will necessarily be the highest ridges of 
land dividing them, which will cive them 
irregularity of foim and great disparity of 
sizs. It is obvious that districts so con- 
structed would cross Slate lines and in- 
clude portions of adjoining Scutes and this 
wonld raise d.fficalt questions as to juris- 
diction, which are now delaying the report 
of the bill. In some cases, as on the head- 
waters of the Flatte, the Snake and other 
rivers all the reservoirs to retain the waters 
will be in one State and all tbe land to be

irrigated will be in another, raising a per- 
plexing problem. It is probable that the 
bill as finally reported will establish within 
each hydrographic basin a local govern- 
ment somewhat analagi ns to county gov- 
ernment, enabling the settlers within tbe 
district to control tbeir own affairs abso- 
lutely, subject only to the laws of tbe State 
and the United States. They can obtain 
their lands by bomesteading, retain tbe 
ownership of the waters within tbeir dis- 
trict, levy taxes, mortgage their lands to 
companies who shall furnish money for ir- 
rigation and do all other things that may 
be necessary in connection with the fertili- 
zation of a soil now unproductive. The 
bill will provide that after a certain num- 
ber of years, during which the irrigating 
company shall be paid for its service, its 
rights ibsll cease and the reservoirs, canals 
and other works constructed by them shall 
pass into the hands and become tbe prop- 
erty of the settlers themselves. It Is made 
the doty of the United States Irrigation 
Survey to designate the reservoirs and 
creeks and mark out the irrigatable lands, 
to locate the dams, canals and reservoirs, 
and to prevent the construction of improv- 
ident add obstructive works or irrigation 
by unauthorized parties.. No settler can 
acquire more than eighty acres of irrigat- 
able land, while mining lands, coal lands 
and townsites are to be obtained under the 
provisions of 'the existing law. All other 
lands, including forest lands and lands not 
liable to irrigation, are to remain Ihe prop-, 
erty of the United States, and are to be 
held for tho use of tbe people of the irriga- 
tion district. It is provided that the Attor- 
ney General of the United States, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Agriculture shall constitute a National 
Board of Irrigation Commissioners, to 
whom all nppeala from States can be made. 
The voters of each irrigation district are 
authorized to elect district commissioners, 
who shall constitute tbe legislative body of 
the district relative to irrigation, and an ir- 
rigation district court and a Superinten- 
dent of irrigation for estroy and pasturage ii 
also provided for. The duties of these 
officers are defined. It is expected that 
each State and Territory will co-operate for 
the purpose of this bill by choosing a Board 
of Irrigation Commissioners for the pur- 
pose of supervising the action of the district 
commissioners and the action of the con- 
templated law within a given State is made 
to depend upon the concurrence and co- 
operation of that State in the purpose of 
the act. It is made incumbent upon each 
State and Territory to provide by statute 
for the condemnation and ralocation or ex- 
tinction of improvident or obstructive 
water rights, reservoirs and canhls where- 
ever they have been established in violation 
of the public good.

CHINESE PRESENCE OF MIND. 


A Philosopher Belates an Instance of Their 


WonderfU Self Control. 


"It 10 not along the broader lines of so- 


cial life alone that we can trace race char- 
icteristics and distinctions," said a seedy 
coking individual in front of a Chestnut 
street hotel, buttoning up a well worn fall 
overcoat closely to his throat so as to con- 
ceal the still more worn summer coat be- 
neath, and drawing on, with careless fas- 
tidiousnesa, a pair of kid gloves that were 
sadly in need of repair. His general 
appearance was that of a broken down 
sporting man or a ward politician who 
bad been subsisting for many months on 
the expectations of an appointment when 
the civil service law is repealed; his air 
was that of a millionaire just sauntering 
out after having enjoyed a sumptuous 
dinner, but, according to his own state- 
ment, lie was neither. 


"I am a student of social science," he 


eaid, "and nothing delights me more than 
to etudy national peculiarities and char- 
acteristics as they are revealed in the 
trivial occurrences of every day life. 


'To illustrate, I went into a Nintk 


street Chinese laundry the other evening. 
The heathen had neglected to send my 
linen home. 
That, however, did not 


strike me as a race peculiarity; itisrather 
a class characteristic common to all laun- 
drymen,nomatter what their nationality. 
But something occurred while I waited 
that did strike me. 


"It was just about dusk. The streets 


were crowded with people going home 
from work, and in the room half a dozen 
Chinamen were busy ironing at different 
tables. A coal oil lamp that hung in the 
bulk window had just been lighted. A 
good deal of oil had been spilled on the 
outside of the bowl in filling it, and sud- 
denly this caught fire and blazed up, not 
only endangering the red curtains draped 
about the window, but threatening to 
cause an explosion of the lamp. 


"A Chinaman on the far side of the 


room saw the flames and uttered a single 
exclamation to call the attention of the 
others. That was the only sound made 
by any of the Celestials, and none of them 
left their work except one nimble little 
fellow, who jumped lightly and quickly 
into the window. 


"But the flames had been seen from 


the street, and instantly the room was 
filled with passers by, who rushed madly 
in, each one shouting directions at the 
top of his voice.

Thus a valuable, inexpensive dentifrice 
maybe prepared by simply dissolving 
saccharine in water to the proportion of 
6 per cent. A teaspoonf ul of this in a 
half pint of water forms an admirable 
antiseptic mouth wash. In cases of ma- 
lignant or other diseases of the stomach, 
requiring the washing out of that organ, 
a solution of saccharine of the strength 
of 3 per cent, will be found very suita- 
ble.—New York Telegram.

THE DEATH OF BLUCHER, 


After the events through which the map 


of Europe was completely altered In 1815 
the Prussian Keld Marshal Blucher, the 
savior of Wellington at Waterloo, and 
whom nobody liked because of hia rude- 
ness and brutality, was put on the retired 
list. Disheartened by his removal and 
reduced to inaction and obscurity, ho loft 
Berlin nnd went to reside in his castle 
situated in Pomerania. Soon he (ell into 
a deep melancholy, rendered more Intense 
by dropsy and inflammation of the chest. 
A strange change in his character took 
place. That rough soldier became timid, 
even poltroon. He would not remain 
alone in the darkness; solitude throw him 
Into singular anguishes. His Btato ot 
health was reported to the king, who 
esteemed and loved him o great deal, The 
monarch having heard that at several 
times the marshal had expressed the wish 
of seeing him once more before he died, 
resolved to visit him. 
leaving Berlin in tho morning, the 


king of Prussia arrived in Krieblowitz 
early in the evening. 
Immediately he 


was conducted to Blueher'a room. Tho 
sick man, aged 74 years, was reclining on 
H sofa placed before a large chimney, in 
which enormous logs of wood were burn- 
ing. Their flames illuminated the room 
and cast mobile and red reflections on the 
features of the old man wrapped up in 
bearskin. At the entrance of his sover- 
eign in his apartment, Blucher tried to 
rise out of respect for his august visitor, 
who prevented him from doing so, Tho 
king tool, a chair and sat by the bide of 
the marshal. 


Blucher ordered to be left alone with 


his master. When every one had left the 
room he said: 


'•Sire, I have humbly requested your 


majesty to come here, in this castle of 
Krieblowitz; rather than not sea you I 
would have gone to Berlin myself, al- 
though I am dying.

"Listen to me, your majesty: 
"When, in 1738, the Seven" Years' War 


began, my father, who inhabited his cas- 
tle of Gross Kenzow, sent me to the manor 
of our relatives, situated inRngen Island.

Lean Meat and Water. 


Can lifo and health bo sustained indefinitely 


upon a diet of lean inert and water, without 
any farinaceoua food at all? Physiologists 
tell us that it cannot, experience seems to 
negative their assertion. It is highly desir- 
able that thia question should be cleared up 
and finally set at rest, both from n practical 
aud from a purely scientific point of view. A 
diet of lean meat is now being advocated for 
several purposes in practical medicine, and it 
is of the highest importance that we should 


3w for certain for what period it can be 


carried on without injury to the patient 


In this country it is being used chiefly for 


the reduction of obesity, but in New York 
several physicians aro making an extensive 
use of a diet consisting entirely of lean meat 
and water, not only for that purpose, but 
also in the treatment of dyspepsia, phthisis, 
ectosia of the stomach, and in the absorption 
of new growths ; in the latter case it being 
claimed that by increasing the metabolism of 
the body recently formed tumors can bo ab- 
sorbed. In order to procure these results the 
use of a diet consisting cntiiely of lean meat 
and wateris continued for a period of nt least 
several months, and the advocates of tins 
new school claim that the benefit to the 
general health o£ the patient is marked and 
absolute.—London Paper,

But Thomas Campbel 
had introduced the Indian to Englisi 
literature in his "Gertrude of Wyoming, 
which appeared in 1809, But Alexande 
Pope's lines, beginning "Lo, the poor In 
dian," appeared about 1733, more than 
fifty vears before Cooper was born; an< 
it certainly refers to the red man o 
America, for the j>oet adds that his 
' 'humbler heaven" is a" place 
Where slaves once moro their native land behold 
No fiends torment, no Christians thirrt for gold. 


The "Christians" here mentioned wer< 


the Spanish invaders of America.—Low 
ell Courier.
